Hie protest was for the purpose 
of record, and consisted of an argument 
in support of every concession demanded 
by tile Spaniards and which the Ameri­ 
cans refused, some of them peremptor­ 
ily aud without an opportunity for dis­ 
cussion.

Au important provision is the guar­ 
antee of religious freedom in tne oeded 
territories, in the same terms as tne 
Florida treaty, the Americans having 
stead lastly refused to incorporate any 
guarantee of the United states’ deter­ 
mination to favor tne property of tne 
Catholic charon, leaving it subject to 


cauipauy or corporation.

tims. 
I tie protest was for the purpose 
of record, aud consisted of an argum ent 
in support, of every concession demanded 
by tile .-spaniards aud which the Ameri­ 
cans refused, some of them perem ptor­ 
ily aud without an opportunity for dis­ 
cussion. 
The protest concluded: 
"Due these concessions which we 
were obliged to make touches us less 
than the insult which has been iiiflioied 
on our nation by President McKinley in 
his message.

termine the status of Spauish subjects

and uunmshetl lawsuits aud contracts; 
guarantees of the same terms to Spanish 
shipping aud merchandise as imposed 
upon American shipping and m erchan­ 
dise in the Philippine islands, for ten , 
years, and I aviug the status of Spanish 
commerce in the West Indies to be 
settled later. 
Au im portant provision is the guar­ 
antee of religious freedom in the ceded 
territories, in the same term s as tne 
Florida treaty, the Americans having 
stead lastly refused to incorporate any 
guarantee ut the United sta te s’ deter­ 
mination to favor the properly of the 
Catholic church, leaving it subject to 
the general laws oh the same footing as 
private property.

Never has a better class of contestants 
been entered in a race of this character 
and never have competitors been so well 
prepared for a long struggle as those 
who lined up for the start of tile race 
Countries that are represented in the 
lists are France, Germany, Switzerland, 
Sweden, 
England, 
Ireland, Canada, 
Australia aud the United States. 
Each 
of these countries is represented by her 
best men at the distance, and the en­ 
tries are so well balanced that experts 
find it an unusually difficult matter to 
pick those who are likely to finish in 
the lead. 
Charles W. Miller, the stocky Ger 
man-American, naturally is fancied by 
many by reason cf his victory in the 
six day race last year, as well os by his 
present superb form and complete con 
tidence. Miller’s triumph in an interna­ 
tional 72 hour race in Baris late in the 
summer has also served to keep his 
stock up. As in the case of his race last 
year, he is being looked after by John 
West, one of the shrewdest trainers in 
the business, and besides he will have 
an added incentive to victory in the 
daily presence at the track side of the 
young lady to whom be is engaged to 
be married. 
Next to Miller, opinion seems to be

Bootes wa* appointed a cader 
engineer in 1881 with the understanding 
that if he passed hi* examination* anc- 
flpHsfatlv he should be commissioned. 
Bat after two year* of sea service he 
was discharged nuder the act of 1883, 
changing the title of cadet engineers, 
and since that time he ha* been in the 
employ of the Pennsylvania company as 
civil engineer. 
When the war broke 
out last April he offered his service to 
the government, wa* accepted and a*- 
signed to service, and took an active 
part in the hostilities. 
Now he waufcs 
to remain in the navy permanently.” 
Lieutenant Bootes is am mg the hest 
known civil engineer* in the employ of 
the Cleveland aud Pitsburg, and bin 
popularity wa* wonderfully increased 
when he resigned hi* 
pnir.lon 
last
